Hackney to the south of 
the capital and boasts four 
new London Overground 
stations at Dalston 
Junction, Haggerston, 
Hoxton and Shoreditch 
High Street - was officially 
opened on 23 May.

It marks the completion 
of a four-year campaign by 
the Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe, to secure a 
proper link to the Tube 
network for the borough. 

The Council has 
organised a free street 
party on 6 June, 
showcasing music and 
dance from local acts, food 
from around the world 
and family entertainment 
to celebrate. 

Mayor Pipe said: 
“Hackney’s new London 
Overground stations and 
improved North London 
line mean it’s now easier to 
get around the borough, 
and with our continued 


investment into Dalston 
town centre, there are now 
even more reasons to visit 
the area’s many cultural 
attractions and diverse 
restaurants. 

“The Council worked 
hard to secure improved 
transport for our borough 
and now we have the 
connections an inner 
London borough deserves. 

“We would like to thank 
our residents for their 
patience during the works 
and to celebrate the 
opening of our new 
stations by inviting them to 
a free street party in the 
heart of Dalston.” 

A full service of 12 trains 


an hour is now running 
from Dalston Junction to 
New Cross Gate, where 
the line splits, with four 
trains an hour going 
further south to West 
Croydon, Crystal Palace, 
and New Cross. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) said it expected 
33million people to use the 
service in the first year and 
marked the occasion by 
giving away 10,000 free 
tickets on the line on 
23 May. 

TfL will extend the line 
north to Highbury and 
Islington by spring 2011, 
and further south to 
Clapham by 2012, with a 


planned 16 trains an hour 
running through the 
borough by that time - 
equivalent to Tube 
frequency. 

Ten museums, including 
Hackney and Geffrye, have 
launched a programme of 
events to encourage 
travellers to add cultural 
stops to their journeys.

Robin Turner can turn 
his hand to all sorts, he 
once played a DJ set in

front of Fidel Castro in 
Cuba with Manic Street 
Preachers. “My crowning 
moment,” he confesses. 

The CREATE Art Award 
is the largest art prize of its 
kind in the UK - given to a 
project that involves the 
participation of others. It is 
part of CREATE10, an 
annual art festival that 
celebrates homegrown 
talent, cultural institutions 
and iconic venues in East 
London, during the build 
up to the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

Robin’s ‘Roam’ is a 
mobile arts space and 
reading room that will 
pursue the pleasures of a 
slower pace of life in the 
East End. He explains: “I 
got the idea while sitting in 
my office during a 
particularly bad period 
working in the music 
industry. My 
colleagues and I 
would stare out at 
the canal and wish 
for an easier, more 
rural way of life.”

Each evening Robin’s 
specially commissioned 
‘Roam’ vehicle, a converted 
mobile library, will become 
the smallest arts space in 
London presenting acoustic 
gigs, DJ sets and audio 
installations, along with 
readings and talks from 
residents on East London’s 
nature, art and history. 

“I want Roam to give a 
stage to East London’s 
natural gems, from fishing 
to bird watching and 
mud-larking, to wild 
swimming and nature 
photography, to poetry. 
People will be able to come 
along and just listen to the 
sounds of the country 
inside the vehicle,” he 
explains. 

What does Robin think 
of CREATE overall? “I 


think it’s brilliant,” he 
exclaims. Adding: “There 
are so many events that 
everyone can take part in. It 
acts as a great umbrella, 
and since it is linked to the 
five host boroughs for the 
2012 Games, it’s like having 
an arts legacy before the 
Games have even 
happened. To me that’s far 
more important than three 
or four weeks of sport.” 

Robin first moved to 
Hackney in 1990, while he 


attended college in 
Whitechapel. “I moved 
back here four years ago 
with my partner. We were 
drawn back because 
Hackney is the centre of 
creative arts in London. I 
love it because, in Hackney, 
you can still sit in a pub 
with a pint of ale and 
discuss radical politics with 
the guy at the table next to 
you, and my partner can go 
raving at a bar in Broadway 
Market,” he says. 


Robin’s believes his 
greatest achievement so far 
is his daughter Pip. “She 
hasn’t been out of Hackney 
yet, although she is only six 
weeks old, so there’s plenty 
of time for that,” he adds.

Making beds beside the canal 


A COMMUNITY group 
is working on an 
imaginative project to 
improve the look of the 
Regent’s Canal - as well as 
attract more wildlife. 

Working with British 
Waterways, over 35 
volunteers from Rosemary 
Works Community 
Association (RoWCA) 
have developed a site on a 
stretch of the canal near the 
De Beauvoir estate, and are 


responsible for its upkeep. 
As part of the project, the 
community group - whose 
members range in age from 
eight to 64 - have planted a 
wide variety of plants to 
support existing wildlife 
including bats, insects, and 
birds, as well as attracting 
new species to the site. 

The Council donated 3 
tonnes of recycled compost 
to the project. Association 
member, Daniel Rigamonti, 


said: “The project has 
brought residents closer 
together, and made the 
wider community take 
notice of the canal and the 
local environment.” 

Three flowerbeds have 
been installed, with plans 
for another four. 

The association is also 
hoping to get a local 
primary school involved, 
and take part in workshops 
on wildlife, gardening and 


the environment. Children 
can grow flowers to plant 
in the beds. 

Other future plans 
include working with 
local artists to create 
biodiversity themed 
artwork to display at the 
canal-side garden site.

M ore than iso 

residents 
attended the 
Council’s free 
compost day on 8 May, 
which encouraged visitors 
to have a go at growing 
their own fruit and 
vegetables at home. 

Held in Haggerston Park, 
as part of national 
Compost Awareness Week, 
the event also offered lots 
of activities for children 
and a tree sculpture 
exhibition. The Council’s 
expert, Dr Compost, was 
also on hand to answer any 


questions residents had 
about compost and using it 
at home. 

The opportunity to stock 
up on free compost proved 
to be a big hit, with 
residents taking away 
13,000 kg, as did a seed 
and seedling swap. 

Jeff McMillan said: “The 
day was very good, and it 
was great to be able to pick 
up free seeds and bags to 
help me on my way to 
growing my own. 

“Experts on hand also 
helped a lot too.” 

On 7 May, around 40 
residents from six 
London boroughs 
including Hackney, 
also took part in a 
London Waste Limited 


Q: If I put my food 
waste in my normal 
rubbish bin it goes to 
landfill and rots away 
anyway, so why should 
I bother to separate it 
into a Blue Bin to be 
recycled ? 


A: When you put food 
waste in your normal 
rubbish bin, it ends up in 
a landfill site, where it 
breaks down without air and produces methane, a gas 
which contributes to climate change. 

It also produces lechate, a substance that harms the 
natural environment. However if you separate food waste 
and recycle it using the Council’s Blue Bin collection 
scheme, it is very quickly turned into compost, significantly 
reducing the amount of harmful gases released into the 
environment. An added bonus is that compost made from 
the food waste is then used in Hackney’s parks and green 
spaces to provide nutrients to the soil.

No need to grow up

Peter Pan, Barbican Theatre, until 29 May. 
Suitable for ages seven upwards. 

HOTLY hyped, the National Theatre of 
Scotland’s new version of Peter 
Pan is definitely another 
‘something different’ from the 
Barbican. David Greig’s re-telling 
of this children’s classic is a joy 
from magical start to finish. 

Set in Victorian Edinburgh, the 
building of the Forth Bridge 
provides the atmospheric and 
eerie backdrop to the Darling 
residence, where the 
superbly mischievous Peter 
first loses his shadow, and 
then finds Wendy. 



The production is fabulous, with slick 
direction and ingenious use of set, animal 
characters and the ‘fire’ fairy Tinkerbell. 
Equally enthralling for children and adults 
alike, the play is beautifully atmospheric, 
darkly lit with wonderful sea blues, greens 
and purples, swaying sea shanties and 
haunting Scottish fiddles and flutes. 

Captain Hook is skin-headed and tattooed; a 
incredibly believable baddie to the fearless 
and plucky Pan, and the chemistry 
between Peter and Wendy is played 
brilliantly.

W HEN Dalston 
Junction station 
shut its gates for 
the last time in 
June 1986, Hackney lost 
one of its rail link to the 
City. 

The closure marked 
the end of an era, and 
its re-opening as part 
of the East London line 
redevelopment begins a 
new chapter in Hackney’s 
long association with the 
railway. The new line, 
with bright stations and 
frequent, fast trains will 
open new transport links 
for work and leisure. 

Passenger trains first 
ran through Hackney, 
to Fenchurch Street, in 
September 1850 on the 
East & West India Docks 
& Birmingham Junction 
Railway. By 1853, this 
unwieldy name had been 
replaced, after an act of 
Parliament, by the North 
London Railway. The 


line’s popularity led to the 
construction of another 
new route, from Broad 
Street Station - now 
the Broadgate Centre 
- to Dalston Junction, 
stopping at Shoreditch and 
Haggerston, before the 
line divided, continuing to 
Poplar and points west. 

Bomb damage caused 
disruption in both the First 
and Second World Wars; 
in 1915 a bomb dropped 
from a Zeppelin landed 
beside Broad Street causing 
severe damage to the 
roof, while in the Second 
World War Haggerston 
station was closed in 
May 1940, due to bomb 
damage. It was bombed 
again in October that year. 
Bomb damage to tracks 
also led to the closure of 
Shoreditch station in 1941. 

After 1945, the route 
entered a slow decline. 
Freight and passenger 
traffic fell, and the 
1963 Beeching Report 
recommended the 
closure of passenger 
services between Broad 


Street and Richmond. 
Although reprieved, the 
line suffered a succession 
of service reductions 
and station closures. 
Occasionally there were 
temporary revivals - a 
1972 marketing intiative 
allowed travel anywhere 
between Broad Street and 
Richmond for 25p. In 
1976, the GLC provided 
£150,000 to increase train 
frequency from two to 
three an hour. But despite 
the revival of the North 
London Line at the end 
of the 1970s, the route 
continued to deteriorate. 

By the early 1980s, 
only a few trains ran 
via Dalston Junction to 
Broad Street. British Rail, 
having decided to renovate 
Liverpool Street station 
and increase its capacity, 
called for developers to 


line 

submit plans for the Broad 
Street site. Redevelopment 
began in 1985, while the 
station was still open. On 
27 June 1986, Dalston 
Junction shut, followed 
three days later by what 
remained of Broad Street. 

An extension of the East 
London Line to Dalston 
was mooted in 1989, and 
further schemes followed 
through the 1990s. These 
foundered on funding. 

This difficulty was 
overcome in 2001, and the 
new line has been financed 
by a Private Finance 
Initiative scheme. The 
London Overground now 
connects Hackney to parts 
of the capital that were 
hard to reach. When the 
line gets to Highbury & 
Islington in 2011, Hackney 
will be fully embedded in 
the Tube network.

THIS is the latest in a series of 
regular recipes courtesy of the 
Water House - an eco-friendly 
restaurant alongside the Regent’s 
Canal in Shoreditch. 

Here, new recruit Janies Blonde 
shares a recipe for fish soup. 

“We have to be genuinely sparing 
with what we take from our seas 
these days, and to make it 
worthwhile taking anything at all, 
it is incredibly important that we 
make the most of it, squeezing all 
the great flavour and texture out 
of the produce that we do use. 
“This soup relies on a flavourful 
stock that can be prepared in 
advance.The fish is dropped into 
the soup at the last minute before 
serving it so that it is cooked to 
absolute perfection and not a 
second more,” he said. 


Fish 

Soup 

Serves four 


Preparation time 

2 hours 


Cooking 

2 mins 


Ingredients 


2kg of either farmed English trout, red mullet, 
pollock, or dab. Get your fishmonger to fillet 
the fish reserving you the skin and bones for 
your stock. Only the gills are best left out as 
they will give your stock a slightly bitter flavour. 
Remove any small bones from your fillets 
with tweezers 

1 tsp fennel seeds 

2 star anise 
1 cup cream 
50g butter 

1 tbsp sunflower oil, or any other oil with a 
high smoke point 

Zest of 1 lemon 

2 shallots, finely chopped 
4 cloves garlic, finely 
chopped 
2 heads fennel 
2 glasses white wine 
25ml Pernod 
4 generous slices of 
white bread, rubbed 
with garlic and cut 
into cubes then 
fried in butter 
to make 
croutons. 




Method 

• Chop or crush the fennel seeds and sweat in 
a dry pan for stock; as they begin to crackle 
remove from the pan and reserve. 

Let pan cool 

• Add a knob of butter and sunflower oil 
followed by the shallots, garlic and star anise 

• As soon as they begin to colour add the skin, 
bones and fish heads, and lemon zest 

• Deglaze the pan with white wine when 

the fish starts to stick and then add water to 
cover. Bring to a lively simmer for 20 minutes, 
then strain the liquid and return to the heat 

• Reduce the stock a little until it has a strong 
punchy flavour, then add the cream and 
Pernod and simmer for a few minutes until 
the alcohol has evaporated 

• To serve, warm the stock to a gentle simmer 
and ladle into bowls. Drop in fish and decorate 
with croutons and lemon zest. By the time 
you’ve carried it to the table, the fish will be 
cooked to perfection.

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Street drinking ban 

FOLLOWING a Council 
consultation carried out 
between October and 
December last year, plans 
to give police new 
borough-wide powers to 
confiscate alcohol from 
anti-social drinkers come 
into force on 24 May. 

In total, 495 people 
responded to the 
consultation, with 63 per 
cent in favour of a 
borough-wide Controlled 
Drinking Area (CDA), 
while 29 per cent were 
opposed to it. 

The comments of those 
who responded to the 
survey were also analysed 
and two main themes

The DPPO is not aimed at 
people enjoying a glass of wine 
or bottle of beer in the park 


emerged. One related to 
concerns about the police 
using a new power 
proportionately, and the 
other related to the 
vulnerability of some of the 
people involved, such as 
street drinkers. 


Both these issues were 
taken into account when 
planning the 
implementation phase of 
the CDA. 

The new powers are not 
aimed at those enjoying a 
beer or glass of wine in a 
Hackney park, but at a 
small number of people 
whose excessive drinking is 
a threat or a nuisance to 
other people. 

Under the new powers, 
police are able to ask 
people to stop drinking, 
and confiscate their 
alcohol if they refuse. 
Officers can also give £50 
fixed penalty notices to 
drinkers who do not 
instantly comply.
